Sena- 
tor Spooner announced after the South 
Carolina Senator had concluded that 
several Senators would reply to Mr. 
Tlllman on Monday. 


Flays the Railroads. • 


When the Vest resolution, directing 


the finance committee of the Senate 
to report a bill removing the duty on 
coal, was called tip. Senator Tlllman 
arose and continued his tirade against 
the coal monopoly. He declared the 
railroads arc absolutely In the saddle 
on the coal question. They mine and 
market coal ami fix the price, he 
charged, without regard to a solitary 
Independent operator. 


He said It was an Infamy the way 


the press of the country was prosti- 
tuted and lending itself to bcfiiddle 
the minds of the people and deceive 
them Into the Idea that the railroads 
are willing and anxious to relieve the 
distress occasioned by the coal famine, 
but that somebody co..iowhcre, called 
an independent operator, Is respon- 
sible for the present condition of af- 
fairs. 


No Credit to President. 


The President deserves no ciedlt, 


said he, except for his attempt to ef- 
fect a settlement of the question, "but 
the actual fact Is," he added, "that J. 
Plcrpont Morgan gave orders to his co- 
conspirators or servants to attempt 
tho arrangement between 
the mon- 


opoly and strikers."

Tlllman stated, after being

questioned by Mr. Spooner, that !t had 
been charged that tho United States 
District Attorney of New York had 
received orders from the Attorney Gen- 
eral not to submit his report of his In- 
vestigation regarding trusts.

numbers, consequently voluntary sub- 
scription was fixed upon as the best 
means of raising the money, and It 
proved successful. 
When the body 


adjourned over one thousand dollars 
had been pledged to the work. 
In 


amounts varying from one to twenty- 
live dollars. 


.Splendid Results 


President G. S. Parker, M. G. Jof- 


frls and others reiterated the state- 
ment that It was a grand showing and 
one that the league had reason to bo 
proud of. 
The results of the meet- 


ing were of a kind that count up 
more than words. 


Before the meeting.'which was held 


in the assembly hall of the municipal 
building was called to order, 
an 


opportunity was given for any to sign 
the constitution who might desire to 
do so.

Mr. Emery has now come out wltn 


a statement which suoms to explain 
the entire situation. 
He says tlm 


Mr. Fink has arrived at his opinion 
from a consideration of the nationa 
oleomargarine bill of 1902. 
Study o 


tho state law, he says, deduces the 
opposite results. 


National Law 


The United States law provides tha 


"If the production of oleomargarine 
the mixtures or compounds set out 
in the law of 188G, are used, 
and 


these compounds are all free from ar 
tlflclal coloration and no artificial 
coloration Is produced by the addition 
of coloring matter as an independent 
and separate Ingredient, a tax of one. 
cent per pound only will be collected 
although the" finished product may 
look like butter of some shade 
or 


yellow." 


That Is to say, that according 
to 


the United States law and the rulings 
of the revenue commissioner thereon 
oleomargarine whose yellow color ap 
peals to the eye, may, constructive- 
ly, under specified conditions, be un 
colored. 
• 


Wisconsin Enactment 


(In the state law on the other ham 


the oleomargarine must be "in 
a 


separate and distinct form and in 
such manner as will advise the con 
Burner of its real character, and bo 
free from coloration or Ingredient 
that cause It to look tike butter.' 


It Is said that on being apprised of 


these facts. Mr. Fink admitted that 
he was In the wrong, and that there 
has been a plain violation of the law 
In this state. 
Mr. Emery does not 


hold that there has been any willful 
disregard of the provisions of tne en 
actmcnt. but that the misunderstand' 
Ing has arisen from misinterpretation 
of tho laws.

This year, for the first time, the Trea- 
sury Bureau of Statistics has covered 
an entire

ment, giving arrivals and clearances 
at ports on these Interior waters. 
For November, 1M I ports-report ar- 
rivals and clearances, and tho reg- 
istered tonnage movement In

tons Is available for the first 
11 


months of the 
year. 
December's

ures, but will not materially change 
the grand total. 
For the first 11 


months of the past year, 77,408 ves-

CLIMAX OF AN ELECTION FEUD 


Victim Had Denounced the Senator's 


Nephew as a "Debauchee and Black- 
guard," a "Criminal 
Candidate" 


and a "Proven Liar." 


Columbia. S. C., Jan. 1C.—James H. 


Tlllman. lieutenant covernor of South 
Carolina and nephew of United States 
Senator Uenjamin Tlllman. shot down 
Narclsse G. Gonzalez, editor of The 
State, who Is In a critical condition 
at Columbia hospital,' where thu sur- 
geons say he will tile. 


Tlllman shot Gonzalez within a few 


(moments after leaving the senate, 
over which he had presided, and the 
deed was committed wltliln a few 
rarda of the capltol. on the 
main 


street of the city, and in sight of hun- 
dreds of passersby. 


Fires at Short Range. 


Tlllman was accompanied by tvro 


state senators. 
They met Gonzalez 


and, without a word. Tlllman stepped 
toward the editor, drew a revolver, 
and fired at short range. The wound- 
ed man staggered hack, leaned against 
a building, and' the lieutenant gover- 
nor, stepping forward, raised the re- 
volver again. Gonzalez cried: "Shoot 
again, you coward!"' His assailant 
lowered the revolver 
and 
walked 


away. 


Gonzalez was unarmed. 


Threats of Revenge. 


News of the shooting spread over 


the city In a few minutes, and before 
the police had succeeded In hurrying 
Tlllman to police headquarters and 
then to the Jail, under n strong guard, 
the streets were Jammed with excit- 
ed people, many 
uttering 
threats 


against Tillman. 
Friends of Gonza- 


lez threatened mob violence and de- 
clared they would avenge him should 
he die. 


Gonzalez has three brothers, all not- 


ed for courage, and should he die their 
friends say they will have revenge. 


How Shooting Occurred. 


The shooting took place at 2 o'clock. 


Gonzalez was walking 
home 
alono 


from his office to lunch. Tlllman left 
the statehotise Just after the senate 
adjourned. He came out of tho state- 
house accompanied by Senator Tal- 
bord of Beaufort and Senator Brown 
of Darlington and was Joined by Con- 
gressman-elect Wyatt Aiken and for- 
mer Representative Doralnlck. 
The 


party mot Gonzalez at the turn of 
Main and Gcrvnls streets. There was 
no encounter. Tillmnn, so far as the 
evidence discloses, drew his revolver 
and tired. Most of those who saw the 
affair say nothing was said until after 
the shooting. 


Tillman Alleges Threats. 


At the Columbia hotel Tlllman said 


to a group of his friends: 
"Gonzalez 


has sent me word that when we meet 
again we shall settle our diracultles 
with pistols." . 


One of Tlllman'a escorts says he 


thinks Tlllman said: "I received your 
message." and then flred. The other 
companions of Tlllman say they did 
not hear anything, but they would 
have heard any words If they were 
spoken. 
' 


Statement by Gonzalez. 


Gonzalez gave an explicit statement 


i 
of the affair before being put under 
anaesthetics. He wag emphatic 
In: 


saying that he had not sent any mes- j 
sage to Tillman at any time, and that' 
Tlllman said nothing until after ho! 
flred, and after he had shot he said | 
something about taking him (Gonza-l 
lez) at his word. 
' 


Gonzalez said he triad to avoid Till- 


man when he saw him. 


Gonzalez and Tlllman passed each 


other frequently since the opening of 
the legislature, hut there was no en- 
counter, 
no 
words 
passed, 
and 


no recognition of any kind. 


Refuses to Talk. 


Tlllman was asked for a statement, 


but said he had been advised by his 
counsel to say nothing, and ho fol- 
lowed their advice. 


The bullet entered Gonzalez's right 


side between the eighth and ninth ribs, 
and passed thrrugb the body 
Tho 


bullet was picken uu on the pavement. 


Surgeons performed an 
operation 


upon Gonzalez. The operation was re- 
garded as successful, but. In the Judg- 
ment of the physicians, the wounded 
man has only one chance In five to 
live. 


Cause of Tragedy. 


The cause of the shooting was that 


during the recent primary 
election 


Gonzalez bitterly oposed Tillman in 
his race for governor. 
During tho 


campaign Gonzalez in his paper called 
Tlllman n "debauchee and blackguard" 
and denounced him as a "criminal can- 
didate" and n "proven liar."
